ill t . xionowa* Between 8 and 13 December 1952 9 the semi-circular malti-story 
building of the .Ministry of national Defence on the west side of Al, Ujaz- ^ 
dowslde "end the south side of ul„ Klonowa was said to house the apartment of 
Marshal ttokOBSOvakl . The gate on Al.BJaadowakie was guarded by a captain, who 
carried a pistol, and by a soldier* who wore a rod cap. hand and carried a rifle ^ 
with the bayonet fixed. A KBW sentry was outside the high wall which surrounded 
the building* Motor vehicles entered the inner courtyard in which six or seven 
vehicles were parked. Passenger traffic in the area of this building was 
1 imited The corner building at the west side oi Al O "0j©zdowskic and Ihe south 
side of ulo Fagatela housed he pass office, which issued, passes for the Belve- 
dere and the Ministry of National Defend The office was narked with sijnboardc_

Tha building with house number 14, which adjoined to tlr? north, was markeo wxui ^ 
signboards indicating the ” Cadre Department of the Mini r try of National B ai en$e 
and was guarded by a soldier, who wore a red cap bando On its south side, it 
housed the foreign-pass office of 'the Ministry of Public Security* Signboards 
indicated that the buildings with house numbers 16, 16a. and 16b, on the same 
side of the street which adjoined ‘to the north, were also controlled by the 
Ministry of National Defense* They were unguarded and were ubed as billets 
of high-ranking KBW (Internal Security) and WOP (Border Guard) officers* A sign- 
board "indicated that the building with house number 19, on the west side of Al« • 
Arsnil W 9 P« and on the south side of ul* Nowoviej ska ^ housed the Polish oil leers 
club** 
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Prior to 16 February 1953# the political military academy was in the 
former Hotel Europe,} ski on ul* Krakowskie. High-ranking Polish 
officers frequently entered end left the building through the gate 
on ul # Traugutta. A Polish soldier said that two other political 
military academies whose locations were unknown to him existed in 
Poland/ The building of the former post headquarters on xxl, Krakowskie 
Swyciestwa and :pj &c Zvyciestua, formerly Plae Pi^sudskiego, housed 
the topographic institute of the Army* A Polish soldier stated fria v 
officers from lieutenant up to regimental commander were trained qt 
the Infantry School at Renter tow (R 53/b 19} * An artillery range ;

Trior to 16 February 1953? a military supply depot was on the east side 
of Al. Ste lingradska , (Jagiellonska) > in Waggm Bo rough* Tha 

installation included an administration building and four large store- 
houses, about 60 x 2C meters, with leading ramps and. railroad srur trad 
and, was guarded by soldiers who wore red cap bands* 

Other loading activities near the storehouses 
involved soldiers who wore red cap bands and others who wore yellow cap 
bands. It was undetermined whether the installation was an equipment 
or an ammunition depots Two other storehouses with signboards^ indi- 
cating storehouses of the mili tary trade center were equipped with ramps 
and railroad spur tracks and adjoined the military supply depot to the 
north* It was common knowledge in ®&vmt that this installation 
supplied sal e/s articles to units "Recruiting District Headquarters 
City X% V/ojskowa Komenda 1'iasto I, wes in two buildings on the north 
side of uL Ratusacwa, about off u la Inzynierska, which joined this 
street- from the south® The barracks installations of the 1st Inf Begi 
the Kosciusako Div were northeast of this headquarters* The state- 
ignal communications enterprise including a. motor vehicle depot 
was between the recruiting district head quarters and ui & Stalingrad^ka 
and on the north side of til* V atuszowa * 
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Irior to 16 Fefcrua ry 1953? no barracks installations were located, 
in that quarter of Warszawa-Braga which is bounded by ul® Stolin- 
grad ska ( Jagiellonska) , Patuszova f Targova end Sw* Cyryla i Net* 

A f cur-story building, about 70 x 15 meters, on the south side of 
S¥* Cyryla i Ket„ and the west side of ul. Targova with house num- 
ber 4, Cyryla i Koto housed the militia headquarters for the 
¥oiyodship_ of bar ozawa 'Che technical college for automobile 

and mechanical engineering was on the east side of ul® Targowa 
and was rounded by Sw 0 Cyryla i Net® to the south and ul® Kntus- 
zowel to the north u 


Military billets, which seemed to have been constructed of destroyed 
apartment houses, were located in the ares, bounded by Wybrssese Odanskie 
to the east, ul* Bole sc to the north and ul® Bugaj to the west prior ^ 
to mid-February 1953. The installation, which quartered a Polish unit 
wearing red cap bands, included a three— story billeting building ^ 
about 70 x 15 meters* a headquarters building* a wooden mess and blub 
bull ding | a guard house* and sore secondary tuilo.ingso The entire 
billeting area, whose entrance was on the side fronting the Vistula 
River, was surrounded, by a wire fence with concrete pillars. Laborers 
working in the vicinity said that these billets quartered a guard unit, 
tihich furnished, guards for a number of military installations in 
'SwsiW*' bounce observed that detachments of about 30 men, who carried . . 
automatic weapons, entered and left the installation o No motor vehicle>.

Single- story buildings with snail latticed windows were on Hie east sid- 
of ul ,, Powa^kowska , at the coroner of 6 and 7, ul» bra sienskiego * The 
buildings, which source believed were storehouses, were guarded by 
soldiers who wore red cap bands.
